The Ridley brand of internationalism is hardly 
something new to the College. However, under- 
standing how we can all prosper from the won- 
derful diversity which comes with such an 
opportunity remains a pertinent issue. With 192 
national students out of 340 boarders, integra- 
tional comprehension needs to be worked out, 
especially when approximately 40% of the school 
is new each year. 


The Strategic Plan (2006) provided a road map 
for future consideration to be etched out over the 
course of five to ten years. Each goal outlined a 
number of objectives, some immediately identifi- 
able and others which would take a 
while to complete. Goal number 
three stated: "Ridley is connected 
locally, nationally, and internation- 
ally". Its objectives are clear in 
wishing to heighten Ridley's profile 
through increasing the connection 
with the local community whilst 
simultaneously developing relationships with 
international leaders and organizations. We wish 
to establish opportunities for the international 
community service experience through increas- 
ing partnerships and also look to establishing 
formal strategic alliances with schools who share 
common values and vision to those we present. 
Also, we are interested in opportunities to enrich 
the Ridley experience internationally through 
exporting our programme and thinking of strate- 
gic partnerships. The academic year of 2007 to 
2008 will see us get to work further on many ele- 
ments related to these thoughts. 


We remain a particular Canadian experience for 
all who join Ridley. Naturally, much of what we 
represent cannot be created abroad where the 
climate is often quite different. Essentially we are 
saying that there are certain core benefits you 
only get by coming to Ridley.

Equally, all are included in the enhanced 
community service programme which is already 
being developed throughout the past year. 


However, the inclusion of the entire community 
demands more than this. Pedagogically we need 
to understand more about our global connected- 
ness. Beyond that, we aim to develop 
a greater consciousness of the world's 


beyond the Burgoyne bridge both 
into the immediate community and 
far further has never been greater. 


Inspiring the next generation of 
Ridleians is all about comprehending the issues of 
an increasingly changing world kaleidoscope. 
Hence, as well as environmental issues being part 
of our central focus, Ridleians need to understand 
the debilitating pandemics which form a back- 
drop to modern existence. These include such 
facets as knowing about the world incidence of 
AIDS or the internationally affecting issues of a 
world beset by problems related to addictions and 
stress, especially in relation to the effects of drugs 
and alcohol. Beyond that the politics of the age 
can be better understood through closer examina- 
tion of the differences and similarities of the thirty 
plus nations who reside with us on our beautiful 
100 acres. 


In a world increasingly absorbed in the issues of 
security and risk assessment, it becomes daily 
more important to realize that one cannot be 
entirely risk free. Protocols are necessary to 
ensure sensible safety but they cannot be guaran- 
tors of an hermetically sealed existence. It 
remains vital to reach out and understand.

Friday evening's program welcomed back close to 150 former Cadet Officers, NCMs and honoured 
guests for a special dinner in the Great Hall as part of the celebration. The dinner also served as the 
unveiling of the book on the History of the Ridley College Cadet Corps written by our own Major Paul 
Lewis. Major Lewis joined the Ridley Faculty in 1971, served as the Commanding Officer of the Corps 
throughout the 1980s and into the 1990s and currently is the driving force behind the school's 
Archives.

achievements and performing difficult maneu- 
vers. What a way to finish and to tie the bow on 
the prize. Thank you and your staff for allowing 
me this opportunity. 


Recently, I was presented with a Canadian flag 
that had flown over the Peace Tower on 
Parliament Hill on 8 March 2007. It was a great 
honour to be recognized by the people of 
Canada for almost 35 years of service to our 
country. However, I think it would be entirely 
appropriate for this flag to be flown on special 
occasions in one of the places where the youth 
of our country is now being developed at Ridley 
College. So I have decided to present you with 
this significant memento for the use of the 
College. I will be as proud to see it flying above 
the grounds of Ridley as if I had myself been a 
student there. And I would be happy to join you 
on any future occasions you might find appro- 
priate for me to attend. 


At Chapel on Tuesday, the 29th of May it was 
my pleasure to inform the school of this honour 
bestowed on us. Subsequently we tested out the 
flag on our pole for the first time on Prize Day. 
We will keep this special flag for high days such 
as future Cadet Parades or Prize Days.

Ridley will develop an environmental philosophy that is promoted in all curricula to enable its stu- 
dents to become well versed about environmental issues and have opportunities to effect changes. 


Ridley will provide educational and training programmes to ensure that all employees are committed 
to operating in a manner which avoids detrimental environmental impact and which will enhance 
the quality of life for current and future generations. 


Ridley will meet and, where possible, exceed environmental standards, regulations and guidelines. 


Ridley will ensure that its operations will minimize detrimental impact on the environment through 
reducing, reusing and recycling of materials, through the responsible disposal of waste products, 
purchasing green energy where possible, and through purchasing policies which favour environmen- 
tally-benign, post-consumer, bio-degradable and non-toxic products whenever possible. 


Ridley will attempt to meet the highest sustainability levels when planning new facilities and when 
renovating existing facilities. 


All members of the Ridley community will be encouraged to be environmentally aware and the 
Ridley College Environmental Policy will be well publicized. 





Ridley will support the above principles with the necessary human and financial resources where 
feasible. 





Ridley will review this policy annually so that it remains current and consistent with the operations 
and goals of the College and environmental legislation. 
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Since September the committee has been very busy ensuring that the Ministry of the Environment Waste 
Audit and Waster Reduction Plan have been completed. With this initiative, recycling containers were 
provided for all classrooms and common areas in an attempt to source separate glass, cans and fine 
paper. In addition, organic recycling was initiated in the kitchens and dining halls in both Middle and 
Upper Schools; both have proven to be highly successful! To support this, all students, faculty, staff and 
Board members were given Green Tiger Mugs and all of the plastic and styrofoam cups have been 
removed from the dining halls; scrap metal, florescent tubes and battery programs now ensure that 
Ridley College is doing its part to ensure all possible recycled materials are diverted from the growing 
landfill problem. 


360 ENERGY COACH PROGRAM 

The 360 Energy Coach Program is an Ontario Pilot Project sponsored by Enbridge and Union Gas to 
teach companies how to design and maintain a Sustainable Energy Plan. Ridley College is the only 
school to have garnered one of the heavily sought after spots for this program as the pilot project had 
only nine spots available. 


We had several reasons for embarking on this project; however the leading reason was that if we could 
reduce our current utility costs, we could redirect the savings to purchase Green Power for the school and 
reduce our environmental impact. Only through leadership will we educate the students to become 
responsible stewards of this planet in the future. 


The other major reasons for entering this program are to allow us better planning, have a better under- 
standing of where the utility dollars are spent, assess our strengths and weaknesses in this organization, 
track and improve performance, tie energy performance to key business measures, and of course, cost 
avoidance for the future. 


There are many reasons for developing a Sustainable Energy Plan; however, at the end of the day, every 
unit of energy saved or avoided, means less impact on the environment and Ridley College is striving to 
become an environmental leader within the independent school market.

On any given day you can hear the buzz about community service 
hours amongst the students and faculty at Ridley. How many hours 
have you earned? How many hours do you still need? What activities 
are left in the school year? What community service events are hap- 
pening this weekend? Advisors and Housemasters have been keeping 
close watch on the community service involvement of their charges. 
As the inaugural year of a school wide community service initiative, this 
has been a busy but productive time around the campus. Students 
and faculty alike have embraced the community service ethos and a 
real Ridley difference is being made in the wider St. Catharines 
community. Some highlights for the term: 
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1) 31 March - 130 students participated in a 28-hour famine. The 
students checked in to the Ross Morrow Theatre at 8:00am on 
a Saturday morning, fasting until the following morning at 
12:00 noon. To assist with the passing of time and to redirect 
their focus away from hunger, the students were placed in 
teams and competed in games. Students donated 1760 pounds 
of non-perishable food as well as over 100 can openers to 
Community Care St. Catharines. 

2) 5 May - 200 students were out in the community on several 
clean up crews. (shoreline, graffiti, Adopt-a-Road) 

3) 26 May - 100 students and accompanying faculty participated in 
the Rankin Run for Cancer donating approximately $2000.00 to 
local services such as Hospice and Wellspring Niagara. On the 
same day 40 students, along with the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, planted 1200 trees under some very dry 
conditions. 

4) 2June - 35 students participated in a fund raising event for Guide 
Dogs, walking for two hours to raise awareness as well as funds for 
the cause. 


Whether it is a road clean up, tree planting or participating in a fund raising 
event, helping others is becoming part of the continuum of skills and 
experiences that a Ridley student acquires. When one considers the 
organization required for 490 students to deliver 5034 of service hours, it is 
amazing to see the progress in just one school year. 
Interesting Statistics: 
- Over 30 different opportunities were offered this year. 
- 229 students completed more than 10 hours, 17 of whom have 
earned 20 or more hours. 
- approximately $30,000 was raised for charities in the Niagara Region. 
- All faculty participated with the students in the various events 
providing a wonderful example of leadership. 
We have many reasons to boast about the achievements by both students 
and faculty on this initiative. 


In the coming school year, community service opportunities will continue 
to be organized and staffed through the school. In addition, those who find it more efficient or rewarding to gain 

hours in their home community may do so throughout the school calendar year (September -June). Official paper- 

work indicating these earned hours outside of the school will need to be received for documentation. C

RIDLEY ADDS MORALS AND 
ETHICS COURSE TO CURRICULUM 


Supported, encouraged, and empowered by our 
Headmaster to find creative ways of teaching the founda- 
tions of ethical and moral decision making among the 
adolescents we seek to educate, the Council for Spiritual 
and Ethical Education (CSEE) from Portland, Oregon, has 
been hired by the school to research, through a broad- 
based stake-holders investigative study, the 'best prac- 
tices' in which we might engage to ensure that graduat- 
ing students truly are what we hoped they would become 
when we were first offered the opportunity to be involved 
in their training as citizens of the world. 


After completing their independent research, facilitated 
by the Chaplain, and having delivered the 'Summative 
Letter' to the Headmaster, the Consultants from the 
CSEE, founded in the late 19th century, will be given a 
half day of PD in August. The time will be devoted to Mr. 
David Streight, the Executive Director, who intends to 
illustrate to the faculty the relative ease of creating an 
educative environment in which discussions concerning 
morals, ethics, and issues of ultimate value will con- 
tribute to an across the board increase in academic 
standing, and radically improve life in the residences at 
one of Canada's largest independent boarding schools. 
Key input came from the Housemasters and the Health 
department, who identified those issues of deepest con- 
cern to them from their vantage point, 'in loco parenti.' 
Accordingly, an 'in-house' curriculum that is 'Ridley spe- 
cific' will be developed in the coming months to improve 
the pastoral quality of life among all those engaged in the 
Ridley community. 


Further information can be obtained from the Chaplain, 
who seeks interested parties willing to participate in an 
ongoing discussion concerning what makes an ‘ideal’ 
student, and of how the school should proceed in devel- 
oping Ridleians in the ways and means of living lives of 
integrity and meaning.

Offensive leaders were 
Aaron Lukasik '08 with five RBIs, Andrew Mahn '07 
with four runs scored and two RBIs and Sammy Paton 
'08 with three RBIs. 


Game #2 saw Ridley explode offensively against #4 
seed Lakefield scoring 23 of a possible 25 runs in five 
innings (note five run mercy rule per inning) to earn a 
23-11 victory. Drew Pettit '07 hit two home runs, 
scored three and drove in seven, Mark DiFruscio '08 
and Dillon Pizale '08 each scored three runs and 
Lukasik and Paton drove in another three each. 


This win moved the Tigers to the finals for the fifth 
consecutive year but a pleasant surprise was in store. 
Arch rival Crescent did not make it through their pool 
which was to be represented by #3 seed Holy Trinity. It 
was close early but Ridley continued to pound the ball, 
this time scoring 26 of a possible 30 runs in the six 
innings batted by the home side. Pettit hit a three run 
shot in the 1st and a grand slam in the 2nd to send the 
Tigers on their way and added a solo shot when the 
opposition decided to pitch to him again in the sixth. 
Mahn scored three runs and drove in four, Donovan 
Laviolette '08 had three RBIs and Jeff Phillips '07 and 
Mike Brough '07 scored four and three runs respective- 
ly. Final score was 26-7. It should also be noted that 
Laviolette was outstanding again on the mound all day. 


The Tigers finished the season at 11-0 and have won 
three of the last four league titles. The coaches would 
like to recognize the accomplishments of this special 
group of young men. While the top and the heart of the 
order did their jobs very well, it was an entire team 
effort which got the job done. Coaches Reimer and 
Dunkley would like to wish our graduating students, 
Drew Pettit, captain Jeff Phillips and Mike Brough, all 
the best in the future and, to the returning students, 
we will be looking for a threepeat in 2008.

All afternoon they lurked in the hall polishing a show already burning bright after two previous perform- 

ances on tour. Sometimes they emerged to find a football game to join in or some basket ball hoops. € 
Curiosity in Purcell mounted. At supper the company chatted and broke through some shyness in their 

hosts. By now children too young to be eligible to attend the performance were begging to be let in. 


The show started late because some Purcell students had exam recitals and asked for the performance to 
be delayed. John Sweeney addressed a by now restive audience, and told them what the show meant to 
him and to his company. His quiet commitment quelled the restlessness and the story started in respectful 
silence. Slowly we were introduced to Laramie and some of its people. There was no attempt to shock us 
into attention at the beginning, but pieces were gently and skillfully put in place. We started to know the 
townsfolk, and their special ordinariness; then we were led into the horror of the terrible crime, first seeing 
it through the eyes of the cyclist who found the body. The screen showed the landscape, and the acting 
showed us the impact of it on the people who had to deal with what happened. The performances of the 
cyclist, and of the policewoman were beautifully understated and moving. 


Brilliant individual acting, but this was an ensemble performance, not a star vehicle. Everyone played their 
part in painting the picture; there were no weak links. For two hours an audience bred on concerts and not 
specially used to theatre was held in complete silence. You could have heard a pin drop. It is hard to pick 
out individuals, but the preachers stayed with me, and the Muslim in the community, the mother of the 
policewoman who may have contracted AIDS from the blood, the father of the victim asking the court to 
spare the killers’ lives. Each actor played several parts, pulling new items of costume out of cardboard 
boxes at the side. It was all so simple, relying on the actors' humanity - and ours. The greatest moments 
were those when the whole cast came together, such as in the candle lit procession in memory of the mur- 
dered man. 


After the show, the audience partied on crisps and pop with the actors. We couldn't let them go. We hardly 
knew any of their names, but the Ridley actors and technical crew had touched our hearts and given us an 
unforgettable experience. The coach pulled away and we felt slightly bereft. 
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STUDENTS REFLECT 


On the flight home from England after the Ridley Drama Department tour of The Laramie Project, I passed 
around a journal for the students to express what their feelings were about the trip while the moment was 
still fresh in their minds. Here are some of the warm comments I received somewhere over the cold, deep 
waters of the North Atlantic. (John Sweeney, Head of Drama) 


England was nothing short of amazing. It honestly goes down as one of the best experiences in my seven 
years at Ridley. The most distinct moment, the second that the weight of this play became apparent was 
the moment our entire cast began to spontaneously sing in chorus, the beautiful song dedicated to 
Matthew Shepard at the close of the play. It's usually a recorded cue, but the cue just did not come. So we 
all just started to sing at the same exact moment. And we all hit the right note. This moment truly 
defined the unity of out cast. Thank you to the school and to all who made this possible. I will never for-

I spent hours talking to cast members who if someone had told me a week before the trip that we would 
have become close I never would have believed it. I want to remember the feelings we got when we first 
drove into Oxford. I want to remember every smile, word, conversation and bad hair day of my fellow 
cast members. It's hard for me not to want to run back to that world so far from Ridley. I want to walk 
down those old streets and remember the smiles shared. It is almost indescribable for me to express the 
bond among the cast members, and teachers and me. There was never a dull moment. I won't forget this

RIDLEY’S OUTDOOR 
FURNITURE: THE CANNON 


Coming up the front driveway, visitors often 
query the sight of the artillery piece which rests 
under the flagpole. Alumni of all ages recall its 
presence simply as a part of the school’s out- 
door furniture. It is a historic artifact, however, 
and it harkens back to an earlier time a century 
ago. Markings still clearly visible indicate that it is a 105mm Pee 

German field gun built by the Krupp works in 1909. It was captured by —-.- remove Pp eP 
Canadian troops during the final offensive on the Western Front in 1918. OF repairs jn 1964 





It was acquired by Ridley in 1923 or 1924 after lengthy negotiations between the 

War Trophies Commission and the City of St. Catharines and the school. Souvenirs of the war were 
allotted according to the size of the various municipalities or organizations that wanted them. They 
included machine guns, trench mortars and a wide variety of artillery pieces. The larger the organi- 
zation or town, the larger the trophy. Since Ridley was not large enough to warrant a large field 
piece, the Old Boy network disagreed and sprang into action.

Friends of the school included the Member of Parliament for Lincoln, James EK. Chaplin, (1863- 
1937) grandfather of Jim D. Chaplin ‘51 and R. Gord Chaplin ‘61, and Major-General W.B.M.King, 
CMG (1878-1950). King, a native of St. Catharines, was a distinguished veteran of the South African 
and First World Wars and was well known to Colonel Arthur Bishop ’12. Also involved in the negoti- 
ations were Headmaster H.C. Griffith ‘96, former Headmaster J.O. Miller and the mayor of St. 
Catharines, E.J. Lovelace. These gentlemen were able to argue that the school’s enormous propor- 
tional contribution in wounded and casualties warranted special consideration for a substantial 
award. 





Dr. Griffith tried to have the trophy in place for the dedication of the Memorial Chapel on Prize 
Day in 1923 but to no avail. It was in place, however, by the next Prize Day in 1924 when Sir Arthur 
Currie was the speaker and guest of honour. Over the years, it rested in different locations, and it 
regularly appeared mysteriously on the front field before cadet inspections. It finally came to rest 
beside the flagpole where it gradually sank into the ground and began to deteriorate. In September 
1964, thanks to Bill Burgoyne ‘37, the Honorary Colonel of the 30th Technical Squadron, and 
RCEME (the engineers), the piece was removed for repairs. It was returned a year later in mint con- 
dition. A second refurbishment of the wheels was undertaken in 1991, and a concrete pad was 
placed underneath with anchors to keep the piece in place. This was accomplished through the 
generosity of a Mennonite wheelwright near Kitchener and of Fred Mannix ’60, the Honorary 
Colonel of the Calgary Highlanders. 


It remains in place today and is cared for as a reminder of another time in our history.
